To the Citizens of the Town of Limington, I submit the 
following: 


I am very glad to report that the Library has been 
very well patronized during the past year, especially 
by the children. 


We have purchased a new “World Atlas’, and, some 
fine books for all. We have had the use of several boxes 
of books from the State Library at Augusta. These 
books can be used for three months, then returned, and 
more can be ordered as needed. These have been greatly 
enjoyed. 


The Trustees of the Library very generously con- 
tributed a sum of money to the usual Magazine Fund, 
therefore making it possible to subscribe for more 
periodicals than usual, including some for the teen- 
agers and children, which are being used by many. 


We have had very little shelf room for the new books;

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CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


As most of you will remember, it was mentioned at 
last year’s annual Town Meeting that Government 
owned Surplus Equipment such as graders, fire trucks, 
chassis and bulldozers might be available in the future 
through Civil Defense. I have been looking into the pos- 
sibility of our getting some of this equipment and have 
talked with various officials in charge about our chances 
of purchasing such equipment. I learned that this is 
available on a first come, first serve basis (in effect) 
by putting in an application, which I have done. When 
our turn comes we will be notified as to what is avail- 
able and invited to look this equipment over — with 
no obligation to buy. I have discussed this at length 
with the Selectmen and it is felt that should the Town 
be notified of the availability of a grader, fire truck, or 
chassis it might be to the Town’s advantage to pur- 
chase one or all of these items. We could certainly use 
a better fire truck, though I must admit that our pres- 
ent department has done a wonderful job considering 
what they’ve had to work with. 


Most of our grader work has had to be done by call- 
ing in outside help and equipment, and this runs into 
quite an expense if much road work has to be done. 


The Surplus Equipment sells at a cost of about 1 
per cent (1%) of the original selling price. In other 
words, — if we were to buy a $30,000 piece of equip- 
ment — getting it through Government surplus, it 
would cost the Town about $300., which seems to me 
a small price for a good usable piece of equipment, and 
too good a buy to pass up should the opportunity pre- 
sent itself. 


I have also attended 10 regular York County Civil 
Defense meetings, held once a month in Alfred, plus 
3 special meetings. I found these meetings to be very 
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informative and it gave me a chance to hear what other 
communities are doing along Civil Defense lines. 


In closing I would like to thank all the members con- 
nected with C. D., Rescue Unit, and Police Department, 
etc. for the cooperation, support and help given me this 
past year — it was greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF CONSTABLE AND 
CHIEF OF POLICE 


During the past year I have been asked many ques- 
tions about our local police department, so on behalf 
of the department I will attempt to answer them in the 
following statement. 


Our main objective is to safeguard our community 
by enforcing the laws which were made by persons 
much wiser than ourselves. We would rather prevent 
a crime than investigate one; we would rather prevent 
an accident than clean up after one; we would rather 
give a helping hand than a court summons... How- 
ever, a choice is not given us in every instance. 

We are sometimes asked “why so many men in such 
a small town?” There are eleven members of the de- 
partment, four of whom are considered active year 
round and the others are for emergency standby. Of 
the four active members only three are authorized to 
go on duty alone. 

Few people realize the amount of training required to 
prepare an officer for creditable public service. Depart- 
ment members have attended law enforcement classes 
at Alfred. Meetings are held the first and third Mon- 
day of each month, at which time we advance our study 
and practice of police work. Examinations are given to 
determine fitness for authorization. When we are called 
to domestic problems of a serious nature, our decisions 
are made after consulting persons who have had and 
do have daily contact with similar cases. 


The State Police and the Sheriff’s Department have 
given us legal advice and Edward Mandell of the Maine 
State Police has given us very helpful instruction in 
many areas including road block procedures. 


Last summer when we received reports that deer 
were being shot and left to rot in open fields and that 
guns were being fired from moving cars, road blocks 
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were set up in an effort to stop these violations. 


Officers in this department who are authorized to 
work alone have the same authority in Limington as a 
State Trooper; the other officers have the same author- 
ity when on duty and in uniform. No one in the depart- 
ment receives any pay for time, services, mileage or 
use of his car. Our only financial support is derived as 
detailed in the financial statement. Our only paid activ- 
ity is the public beach patrol and maintenance during 
the summer months. The public beach at Pequawket 
Lake is checked daily during the summer season and 
on holidays and weekends it is checked several times 
daily. We also go out on our own time and at our own 
expense evenings, weekends, holidays and during times 
of hazardous conditions. 


Warnings are issued to violators before any court 
Summons is issued so that the violator may have a 
chance to correct the violation and to allow us to check 
and compare these warnings to be sure that no sum- 
mons is issued as a personal revenge. Any person using 
his authority for such a purpose will be removed from 
the department immediately. It is not our purpose to 
demand court action unless other procedures have failed 
to bring results. This applies of course, only to mis- 
demeanors; felonies would require court action in any 
case. 

It has been brought to my attention several times 
that one of our officers spun the tires of his car while 
taking up chase of a speeding car and that such a thing 
was a bad representation of the department. I agree, 
and such occurrences will not be tolerated in the future. 


In order to operate efficiently we need both your 
moral and financial support. During the past year we 
have added to our equipment sirens, a blue light, radio 
equipment and uniforms. There has been some criticism 
of these uniforms which has caused some of our mem- 
bers to have been less active than they might have been 
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otherwise, but if you will study our financial statement 
and compare the cost of a good uniform with the re- 
sources of the department, the reason why we are not 
more smartly attired should be evident. It is necessary 
that uniforms be provided since the law states that an 
officer may not stop a car during the period from one- 
half hour after sunset until half an hour before sunrise 
unless he is in uniform or using a marked car. 


I would like to add to our equipment two very im- 
portant items, first aid kits and fire extinguishers for 
the patrol cars. If some compensation were forthcom- 
ing for the cost of our gasoline we would not refuse it 
but our first concern is procuring these necessary items. 
Adequate financial support for the local police depart- 
ment would cost the individual taxpayer less than the 
cost of gas used by an officer on any Saturday night 
patrol. I know that some of you are thinking that it is 
not your fault if we don’t know any more than to spend 
our time and money in this way. You are quite right, it 
is not your fault. However, although we cannot say that 
we have prevented a crime, an accident on the highway 
that could have claimed a life, or kept someone from 
making a wrong turn in his path through life, — on 
the other hand, no one can say that we have not done 
one or all of these things and if we have accomplished 
just one of them, we feel that our time and our money 
was well invested.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public health is the sum total of the health of the 
individuals and families living in a community. The 
objective of a community health program is to bring 
to all the people the benefits of modern medical and re- 
lated sciences including (1) the care and rehabilitation 
cf the sick and disabled, (2) the promotion of health- 
ful living, and (3) the prevention and control of disease. 
With this objective in mind, it is appropriate to review 
the public health nursing service in Limington for the 
year 1964. 

Home visits were made to patients with the follow- 
ing conditions or diseases — diabetes, epilepsy, hyper- 
tension,cardiac conditions, rheumatic fever, crippling 
conditions, mental retardation, emotional problems, 
nutrition problems, eye conditions, vision and hearing 
defects, tuberculosis and tuberculosis suspects, and 
pregnancy. Health supervision visits were made to 
families with no apparent illness or disease to encour- 
age good medical supervision, to refer problems to 
proper resources or for discussion of family or indi- 
vidual care and needs. 

The community programs have continued. Three 
child health conferences were held in the spring. The 
crganized school health program included (1) physical 
examinations for students in the first, fourth, seventh 
and tenth grades, (2) Tine testing (a test to determine 
exposure to tuberculosis) of first and seventh grade 
youngsters, (3) hearing tests for all first grade chil- 
dren and other referred by teacher, physician or nurse. 
Immunizations were offered to all residents. 

Health council members have volunteered to assist 
with all of the above programs. This small group should 
be proud of its accomplishments. In order to reach its 
potential for improvement of community health, there 
needs to be wider citizen participation. You, the resi- 
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dents, best know the needs of your town. Interpreta- 
tion of these needs to those of us attempting to meet 
them is the most logical way to receive the services you 
desire. Another potential function of the council is to 
sponsor educational programs. The range of subjects 
is almost limitless — new trends in public health, spe- 
cific diseases, social problems, or general information 
on the physical and emotional needs of children at vari- 
ous stages of development. Anyone interested is invited 
to participate. 

Improved health for the community is a challenging 
goal. Many people comprise the health team working 
toward that goal. I would like to thank all the people 
who have helped with my part of this program during 
1964.

Redevelopment Committees in York County. This activ- 
ity has provided a comprehensive Planning Study of 
the County, which has brought up many ideas for 
worthwhile action, and is culminating in a York County 
Regional Planning Commission — the appropriate body 
to consider many of these proposals. 

Your director has served on a steering committee in 
Oxford County, formed to encourage economic develop- 
ment. Their first project — a promotional booklet on 
Oxford County, undertaken with the cooperation of the 
Oxford County Commissioners. 

As in the past years our ad in Rocks and Minerals 
has attracted many out-of-state hobbiests to our area. 

We are looking forward to continuing this activity 
in 1965, particularly to success in the Waterboro proj- 
ect.

The BUREAU printed and distributed 250,000 copies 
of eight separate promotional booklets advertising 
lodgings, restaurants, industries, products, services and 
retail stores in all regions of the State. 

Personal selling at sports — travel shows, conven- 
tions, expositions, etc., around the northeast helped to 
bring new business to Maine. 


Personal selling, both over-the-counter and by tele- 
phone, at each of the MAINE PUBLICITY BUREAU 
INFORMATION CENTERS — six in Maine and one in 
New York City and in Montreal, Canada — provide a 
constant sales force for Maine businesses and Maine 
communities. Last year alone, these INFORMATION 
CENTERS handled more than 150,000 people, each a 
potential customer for some Maine community. 

The Maine Publicity Bureau maintains a year- 
round promotional program, aimed toward up- 
grading the economy of each separate area and 
region of Maine. 
Every community benefits, thus every community 
should share in this, the most comprehensive coopera- 
tive state service in the country.

COMMENTS 
January 1, 1963 to December 31, 1963 


An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Limington for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1963. The audit consisted of an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treas- 
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urer, Tax Collector, and other municipal officials. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net de- 
partmental unexpended balance lapsed amounted to 
$2,060.68, per the following summary: 

Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $ 4,684.72 
Overdrafts 2,624.04 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 2,060.68 


Unexpended balances in welfare, general government 
and highway accounts, and revenue derived from sup- 
plemental taxes were the major factors contributing to 
the amount lapsed to surplus. The larger overdrafts 
occurred in the Tax abatement, town dump, and civil — 
defense accounts. | 

* * * 

The following comments pertain to the accompany- 

ing financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets 


The general cash balance of $8,209.72 was on deposit 
in the Canal National Bank, Portland, Maine at Decem- 
ber 31, 1963. Change funds of $45.00 were on hand. 

Accounts receivable of $82.02 represented expendi- 
tures made for municipalities welfare cases. 

Taxes receivable totaled $15,694 at the end of the 
year. Of this amount $9,555.39 was for current year 
accounts and the remaining balance of $6,139.11 repre- 
sented unpaid prior years’ accounts dating from 1951. 
Unredeemed tax liens totaled $3,176.50. 


Liabilities, Reserves, and Surplus 


An unpaid tax anticipation loan of $15,000.00 was 
carried over to the ensuing year. 

The departmental accounts showed that an unex- 
pended balance of $1,066.00 for State aid road construc- 
tion was carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $6,078.89, 
an increase of $2,044.21 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed. 


Trust Fund 


The cemetery trust fund principal amounting to 
$1,000.00 and unexpended income of $.30 was on deposit 
in the Maine Savings Bank, Portland, Maine. 

Departmental Accounts 

The departmental operating accounts showed a de- 
crease of $3,627.83 in funds raised by taxation as com- 
pared with the preceding year. A smaller assessment 
for the School Administrative District No. 6 was the 
principal factor contributing to the decrease. 


General 


The townspeople authorized the use of excise tax 
revenue for snow and ice removal expenditures. 

It is recommended that town monies be deposited 
more frequently by the treasurer. The review of taxes 
receivable disclosed that there had been no liquidation 
for at least two years of delinquent accounts, totaling 
approximately $6,000.00 for the years 1961 and prior. 
In this respect, it is recommended that administrative 
action be taken to effect the collectibility of these 
assets. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Count of cash was made and records 
checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash 
transactions. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as 
well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, 
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payrolls, and cancelled checks were examined for a 
selected period. Verifications were utilized on a test 
basis to determine the correctness of recorded assets 
and liabilities. 

Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of copies of receipts retained by the collector. Trust 
fund transactions were reviewed and investments veri- 
fied. Surety bond coverage was examined. 


OFFICE OF SELECTMEN 


The 1964 audit by the State Department of Audit 
will be conducted after this book has been submitted 
to the press and will be printed in the 1965 Annual 
Town Report.
